Asian  'Auschwitz' 

A  world  that  can  watch  one  Holocaust,  and  sit  back  in  silence  while 
another  one  occurs  is  a  sorryplace  indeed.  And  yet  that  appears  to  be  the 
collective  world  opinion  of  the  plight  of  Cambodian  refugees. 

The  United  States  has  taken  the  lead  in  helping  the  refugees,  but  has 
found  that  the  task  dwarfs  even  its  considerable  abilities  to  help.  And,  as 
we  have  sought  help  from  other  nations  to  aid  the  refugees,  the  responce 
has  mostly  been  a  “deafening  silence.”  What  is  being  done  by  the  world 
community  is  a  small  fraction  of  what  could  be  done. 

How  about  us  at  BYU?  Yes,  we  do  all  have  our  own  problems.  But  for 
those  of  our  readers  who  feel  particularly  burdened  by  their  own  troubles, 
we  suggest  you  look  at  the  Nov.  5  issues  of  Newsweek  and  Time.  Are  our 
problems  really  greater  than  these? 

It’s  unfortunate  that  university  policy  precludes  this  year’s  seiiior . 
from  using  their  “gift”  funds  in  a  truly  Christian  manner  —  to  aid  the 
refugees.  Wasn’t  it  the  Saviour  who  repeatedly  admonished  us  to  help 
the  poor?  If  there  is  a  place  where  we  could  better  use  our  means,  we 
‘  would  be  interested  in  seeing  it. 

If  using  gift  monies  is  impossible,  we  would  like  to  see  the  good  work 
ASBYU’s  Student  Community  Services  office  has  done  for  refugees  in 
this  area  extended  to  a  more  active  program.  * 

Our  help  now  might  prevent  a  repeat  showing  of  a  four-part  serie
